; tempt was made to imitate the pictur-

| vikin gkings. Everything was carried 
lout with the utmost simplicity. The 
| procession to the church was simple. 
It consisted only of the king, queen 
and court officials. with a small es- 
cort. It was formerly the custom for 
i the King to make a lengthy tour of 
{the streets on foot, but King Haakon 
| decided to break the precedent. The 
King and Queen left Stiftsgaard, the 
| royal residence, and drove half a mile 
|to the cathedral. The streets were 


| packed to suffocation, with people, who 
‘cheered enthusiastically, 


Arriving at 
the cathecral they were received by the 


Bibhop and ffity ministers. The pro- 
cession, headed by the Sishop and 
priests, advanced towards the altar. 


The clergy ascended to the altar while 
the King and Queen went to an elevat- 
ed space under the main tower, where 
thrones had been placed in the midst 
decorations of red velvet and em-

Telegraphic Brevities 


St. Petersburg, June 21.—A_ serious 
mutiny, which threatened to place Sey- 
astopo! in possession of the mutineers, 


was suppressed with great dfificulty 
yesterday. The mutiny was started by 
a battalion of artillery which declined 
to obey orders, whereupon the men 
were premptly disarmed. Two other 
battalions then mutinied and took pos- 
session of guns in the north shore 
vatteeries, but on the appearance of 
the loyal regiments the mutineers 
abandoned the idea of fighting. 

St. Petersburg, June 22. — Peasants 
have risen against their landlord and 
are parading the country roads, killing 
all who oppose them, and burning valu- 
able estates. Four estates owned by 
leading members of the nobility have 
already been laid waste and the peas- 
ants are in absolute control. 

Odessa, June 22.—According to Sov- 
jalists who have been carrying on the 
propaganda among the troops in the 
garrison here, 27,090 men have an- 
nounced their intention to refuse to 
obey their officers should they be or- 
dered to do police duty. 

Keiff, June 22._Two regiments in the 
local garrison here, mutinied and tried 
to murder their officers. Affairs are 
serious as only a small portion of the 
garrison remains faithful to the Czar. 


Port Arthur, Ont.. June 21.—~Wijliam 


Slater, of Sault Ste Marie, is in jail 
here charged with killing Lester 
Young, of the ‘same place. The men 


were coming up on the steamer Mon- 
arch to work on the Grand Trunk and 
had been: drinking during the night. 
Slater and Young were put in one room 
to sleep. 

Norfolk, Va., June 21.—In a rear end 
collission on the Atlantic Coast lino 
this morning two men were killed and 
two fatally injured. 

Vienna, June 21.—Marianno Konpkova 
has been arrested ai Wieliezka, near 
Crakow, on acharge of killing 300 
children, some of whom were murdered 
by battering in their skulls and others 
by burying alive. Most of the chii- 
dren were illigitimates entrusted to her 
care.

ROPING TEXAS STEERS. 
A Chicago despatch says: Fursuing 
a sleer from a running start across 4 
large arena, roping, throwing and ty- 
ing it in the remarkably short time 
of 31 seconds, is the record that stands 
alone in the history of the motor car.

of $500 between two wealthy ca‘tlemen 

of the state, one of whom was <¢nauto- 
mobile enthusiast, having unoounded 
confidence in the ability of the motor 
car. : 

The representative of a well known 

motor company tells how the money 
was won, as follows: 

“The next morning we iook the car, 
which was an ordinary seven horse 
power runabout, and went out to ex- 
periment a little.
